Geneva, Switzerland, Aug. 2 (A.P.).— 
“Just an idea” was the modest phrase 
which the Japanese statesmen used 
when presenting early today to Hugh 
8. Gibson, chief American representa- 
tive, their compromise formula on the 
cruiser problem which has menaced the 
tripartite naval conference with failure. 

Despite this new move, however, it 
was said in responsible quarters to- 


night that the specter of failure—fail- 


ure which, as a prospect, has genuinely 
alarmed responsible men of many coun- 
tries—should not yet have been deemed 
definitely avoided. Yet, from the 
American standpoint, at least, the 
Japanese plan to save the conference 
is said to appear after closer study to 
include many attractive features 
worthy of being treated as a basis for 
negotiation. 

Mr. Gibson cabled the text of the 
proposal to Washington today, together 
with his own views andcomment. Fur- 
thermore, W. C. Bridgeman, chief Brit- 
ish delegate, who got the plan from 
Admiral Saito and Viscount Ishii soon 
after they had submitted it to Mr. Gib- 
son, has telegraphed it to London, It 
is said that Mr. Bridgeman believes the 
suggestion to be of so important a na- 
ture as to justify its consideration by 
the British cabinet. 

What Formula Provides. 

When the Japanese employed the ex- 
pression, “an idea,” in giving the 
formula to Mr. Gibson, they meant 
what they said. They explained that 
they quite realized it was entinely im- 
perfect, and said they hoped Mr. Gib- 
son would feel free to make any modi- 
fications or any comment he desired 
They told Mr. Bridgeman the same 
thing. The Japanese delegates said, 
however, that they thought the idea 
had fundamentally something to he 
said for it. 

The text of the formula has not been 
published, but the correspondent of the 
Associated Press understands that the 
essence of the Japanese project is this:

Rapid City, 8. Dak., Aug. 2 (A.P.).— 
President Coolidge today issued the sim-< 
ple statement that “I do not choose to 
run for President in 1928,” taking his 
close associates by complete surprise. 

This typewritten announcement was 
handed to newspaper men by Mr. Cool- 


day and a faint smile lighted his face 
as he replied to the astonished group 
that there was no comment. 

The fourth anniversary of his taking 
the oath of office upon the death of 
Warren G. Harding was selected by the 
President for making the annuonce- 
ment which tonight seemed to have

But as the wires buzzed throughout 
the remainder of the day with comment 
of Democratic as well as Republican po- 
litical leaders throughout the Nation, 
Mr. Coolidge retreated alone to the 
quietude of his favorite fishing hole 
near the State Game Lodge, where he 
is Spending the summer. 

The statement’s wording seemed to 
have left some political leaders still 
speculating tonight whether Mr. Cool- 
idge would be brought into the ap- 
proaching campaign.

Mr. Coolidge will have served five 
y°ars and seven months at the close of 
the four-year term to which he was 
elected in 1924, having entered the 
White House in 1923 upon the death of 
President Harding. It was just four 
years ago that Mr. Coolidge was the 
central figure in an event of world- 
wide interest when he took the oath 
of office by light of an oil lamp in the 
Vermont home of his father. 

There are few things within reason 
that Mr, Coolidge could have fone 
which would have caused more’ com- 
plete surprise here than his brief an- 
nouncement today. It is safe to say 
that no single person with him fad the 
slightest inkling of what was going to 
happen.

Market Left Vulnerable. 


President Coolidge’s statement came 
Almost on the third anniversary of the 
‘beginning of the so-called “Coolidge 
market,” which has been on the up- 
‘grade, with few interruptions, since the 
summer of 1924. At the close of the 
market today both the rail and indus- 
trial averages had established new high 
records. The rapidity of recent ad- 
vance is believed in some quarters, how- 
ever, to have weakened the technical 
position of the market, leaving it vul- 
merable to an unexpected news devel- 
opment such as the Coolidge announce- 
ment. 

Experienced Wall Street observers, 
however, are of the opinion that the re- 
‘cent advance has been founded on buy- 
ing by powerful financial interests and 
Jarge market operators rather than on 
any extensive speculation by small 
traders and investors. The _ recent 
statements that Du Pont interests had 
acquired a block of 114,000 shares of 
U. §. Steel common stock and the 
Fisher Brothers, of Detroit, had accu- 
‘mulated 120,000 shares» of Baldwin 
common, both operations being of an 
open market character, seem to lend 
color to this theory. Broker’s loans, 
however, increased more than $81,000,- 
000 last week, bringing the total to the 
second highest figure on record and 
about 500,000,000 above those out- 
standing for the corresponding period 
Of last year.

it was after all of these things had 
been discussed that the President 
asked the correspondents to come back 
at noon, or 2 o’clock in Washington, 
and 3 o’clock or closing time for the 
markets of Wall street. They had never 
thus been assembled before by Mr. 
Coolidge, and it is not recalled that 
any other President has so summoned 
them since the present method of con- 
tact between the President and the 
press was established. 

Senator Capper, of Kansas, who only 
yesterday told newspaper men that the 
West was willing to give Mr. Coolidge 
another chance but that there would 
be trouble if he again vetoed farm re- 
lief legislation, was present. He had 
visited with the President at the lodge 
over night and talked farm relief, the 
country’s greatest economic question. 
But it is doubtful if the senator had 
any inkling of what was to come about. 
He merely stepped into the President’s 
office with Col. Blanton Winship, the 
President’s military aid, and Maj. James 
F. Coupal, his personal physician. He 
wanted.to see what a press conference 
was like. 


Tourists Nearly Knocked Down. 


It developed that it was unlike any 
that ever has taken place before. The 
newspaper men stood ready with their 
note paper waiting for the President to 
speak. Instead, he simply handed 
them the small slips of paper about 4 
inches long and 1% inches wide, and 
replied in the negative when asked if 
he had anything else to say. Immedi- 
ately there was a pell-mell scattering to 
telegraph and telephone wires, 5 blocks 
away, and over a gumbo mud road from 
which two of the racing cars skidded 
onto the sidewalk. 

About 200 tourtsts, automobile ones 
for the most part, and dressed in camp- 
ing regalia, were waiting outside the 
school for a glimpse of the President. 
They come and go, these tourists, all 
the morning, as if the President is 
something that must be seen while on 
their trip through the Black Hills. They 
gaped in astonishment at the con-

Fhen the President arose and put on 
his hat, and in the company of Senator 
Capper walked out to get in his auto- 
mobile and returned to the lodge. And 
he smiled as the crowd gave him the 
customary handclap, but his was not 
the customary smile. It seemed as if 
he had got something off of his chest 
and felt the better for it. 

If there is anybody in the world who 
knew of the President’s plan that per- 
so1. is certainly not believed to be in 
Rapid City, with the exception of Mrs. 
Coolidge. Fifteen minutes before the 
amnouncement the President is under- 
stood to have called his private secre- 
tary, E. T. Clark, into his office and 
told him and it is believed that the 
secretary’s eyes opened to the size of 
saucers. 


Coolidge’s Hand Trembles. 


The suspense and importance of the 
announcement showed on Mr. Coolidge 
himself. Those who have known him 


| for a long time never have noticed the 


least display of nervousness. Today as 
he handed the newspaper men the lit- 
tle slips of paper his hand trembled. 

Just what prompted him to take this 
action and at the time he did is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. Most certainly, ob- 
servers agree, it was nothing that he 
has found in the West, as virtually 
every written or spoken word on the 
subject for the last month or so has 
been to the effect that he would be re- 
nominated and reelected. State leaders 
and those of national prominence 
seemingly have been jumping over one 
another in getting on the band wagon. 
Nowhere has there been a distordant 
note. 

In the Middle West there is only one 
State that seems to have challenged 
him, and that is Iowa, where the 
Lowden boom apparently has a hold. 
Perhaps one or two other States have 
not been so enthusiastic, North Dakota, 
for instance, but even they have been 
represented as being reconciled to the 
inevitable—that he would be renomi- 
nated and reelected—and not prepared 
or intending to fight him. 

Bountiful crops are harvesting or in 
the offing, the sun is shining bright 
over the West, where a bright sun 
means so much, and sores of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill veto seem to be dif- 
ficult of reopening. 


Possibility of Drafting. 


Of course, Senator Capper had a 
thought on this, in that it would be 
mighty bad for the President to be put 
in the light of defeating farm legisla- 
tion at the nexe session, right on the 
eve of the elections, too. And although 
the President is most certainly expect- 
ed to veto the McNary-Haugen bill, 
if it is passed again, and it is believed 
it will be, this is not seriously believed 
to have anything to do with his state- 
ment. 

Some observer. here sought to hazard 
the suggestion that the Geneva con- 
ference may have had something to 
‘do with it. ‘Chose of this trend of 
thought, and they were simply hazard- 
ing, reasoned that the President now 
foresees his inability to give the coun- 
try the tax reduction which he had 
hoped for. This does not refer to the 
$300,000,000 reduction expected at the 
next session, but a greater one, which, 
it is believed, he wanted to leafe as 
an administration heritage. ee 

But this seems a wild guess. 

It is pointed out, too, that, of course, 
there remains the possibility of Mr. 
Coolidge being drafted. He does not 
say in his formal statement that he 
will not run again, but, it is explained, 
he says “I do not ‘choose’ to run.” 
Yet, the political prognosticators point 
out that no man has ever been drafted 
yet, although the historians say the 
people were in a mood to draft George 
Washington. Roosevelt, who had a 
popular hold, was not drafted. 


Mad Scramble Expected. 


Certainly, the political experts assert, 
the effect of his announcement will be 
to stop ‘the jumping on the band 
wagon, and that was believed to have 
been the President’s greatest chance for 
an acclamation nomination. None of 
the leading lights in the party, these 
experts say, were ever willing to stand 
idly by and give Mr. Coolidge the nomi- 
nation out of the goodness of their 
hearts. It did seem that he was in a 
fair way to gain enough delegates to go 
into the convention and “outwardly” 
get the nomination by acclamation. 
This is the only way he could have 
taken it, in the opinion of politicians, 
because if he ever put himself in the 
light of seeking the office again or 
fighting for it, there might be a reval- 
Sion of popular feeling. 

Now that he has made his announce- 
ment, there will be a mad scramble of 
other ambitious men, some of whom 
have been saying ftattering things 
about Mr. Coolidge with their tongues 
in their cheeks. And delegates are ex- 
pected to be looking around for some 
good place to light. 

There seems to bea handful of out- 
standing possibilitie—Lowden, Dawes, 
Longworth and Hoover, the order of 
their being mentioned having no re- 
gard to their supposed strength. 

The Commerce Secretary was out 
here only a few weeks ago. In the 
past every time there has been a sug- 
gestion of a possible legatee of Mr. 


| Coolidge’s strength it has been Mr. 


Hoover, and those who talked with him 
when he was here obtained the impres- 
sion that he was an active candidate 
this time, not that he has not been a 
candidate ever since he-came back from 
Europe and did not know whether he 
was @ Republican or Democrat, but 
that he had high hopes for 1928. 
Whether anything passed between him 
and Mr. Coolidge to give him these 
high hopes is, of course, not known. 

It is a fact that the President and 
he were in disagreement on two out- 
standing phases of flood relief, but 

Hoover forebore any misgivings 
he may have had and tn his talk with 
newspaper men seemed to express his 
chieftain’s thought, rather than his 
own. 

The farmers out here have a griev- 
ance against him, of course, in that 
they hold him responsible for the price 
fixing of their wheat during wartime, 
but he seems to be liked by the in- 
dustrial East and South. 

This reporter at this listening post 
of rather abridged acoustics, has heard 
no widespread enthusiasm for Lowden, 
but rather Dawes seems to have the 
greater hold on the popular mind, the 
politicians, who in the end will have 
the say, not being considered in. this 
thought.

Spaulding Says Hoover 
Is Logical Candidate 


Concord, N. H., Aug. 2 (A.P.).—Gov. 
Huntley H. Spaulding of New Hamp- 
shire tonight proposed the name of 
Secretary Hoover as the logical Repub- | 
lican nominee for President in 1928 in 
view of President Coolidge’s announce- 
ment that he did not choose to run 
again. 

“The announcement was a complete 
surprise,” Gov. Spaulding said. “At the 
recent Governor’s conference in Michi- 
gan I talked to a number of State ex- 
ecutives and it was the consensus that 
Mr. Coolidge could and would be re- 
elected. 

“But if we are to accept his present 
decision as final, it becomes necessary 
to consider other names for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. In 
that connection my mind naturally 
turns at once to Herbert Hoover, under 
whom I had the pleasure of serving 
during the World War. I know of no 
man better qualified to be President of 
the United States. 


Hiram Johnson Calls 


Statement “Astonishing” 


San Francisco, Calif., Aug. 2 (A.P.).— 
Senator Hiram Johnson, of California, 
adv’-ed of President Coolidge’s decision 
not to be a candidate for reelection, 
said: é 


“I’m intensely interested in the 
President’s announcement. It is a most 
astonishing thing. I do not know what 
to say at this time.” 

Johnson was a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination at the time Presi- 
dent Harding was pelected to represent 
his party. 

Nicholas Longworth, Speaker of the 
House of Represfntatives, who is visit- 
ing in San cisco, refused to say 
anything when informed of the Presi- 
dent’s announcement. 

“It is a matter upon which I do not 
care to comment,” he said. 

Longworth, son-in-law of the late 
President Roosevelt, has been men- 
tioned as the ranking Republican can- 
didate for President in 1928 in the 
event Coolidge is not drafted as the 
nominee. 


Brookhart Sees Farm 
Victory in Statement 


Des. Moines, Iowa, Aug. 2 (A.P.).— 
Senator Smith-W. Brookhart today said 
“whatever else happens, President Cool- 
idge’s decision not to run for reelection 
means a victory for agriculture.” The 
senator for several years has been an 
outspoken opponent of the administra- 
tion. 

“The President’s announcement,” 
Senator Brookhart continued, “is a con- 
cession to agriculture, even though a 
reactionary is nominated in next year’s 
convention. There will be a real 
chance now to make a fight for agri- 
culture along the line. 

“I think they will not dare dictate a 
Republican nomination next year that 
is hostile to agriculture.” 


Situation Not Altered, 
Is Opinion of Capper 


Custer, S. Dak., Aug. 2—(A.P.).—Sen- 
ator Capper (Rep.), Kansas, who was 
with President Coolidge when he made 
his announcement that he did not 
choose to run next year, stated upon 
leaving the summer White House to- 
day that he did not think the announce- 
ment would materially change the sit- 
uation, 

“I have not discussed the President’s 
statement with him,” he said. “But 
I can not see that the announcement 
materially changes the situation. It 
places the responsibility squarely with 
the Republican party as to its choice 
of a nominee next year.” 

Senator Capper rode home with the 
President just after he had made his 
announcement. He said that he told 
the President that the statement had 
caused considerable surprise. “Mr. 
Coolidge,” he said, “seemed amused 
that the correspondents had created 
such a disturbance over his announce- 
ment. The discussion ended there.” 


Regret Is Expressed 
By Senator Schall,

Rutland, Vt., Aug 2 (A.P.).—Presi- 
dent Coolidge has not declined nomina- 
tion by his party in 1928, but has 
placed the matter squarely up to that 
party, in the opinion of one Vermont 
political observer. Earl F. Kinsley 
Republican national committeeman for 
the President’s native State, expressed 
the -opinion tonight after reading Mr. 
Coolidge’s announcement from. the 
summer White House. 

“There is no hidden meaning in the 
President’s words, ‘I do not choose to 
run in 1928,” Mr. Kinsley said. “The 
President merely, makes it plain that he 
does not seek the nomination of the 
party next year. He disposes, so far as 
he is concerned, of any talk of a ‘third 
term’ and puts the matter up to the 
party. The President does not say that 
if the party sees fit to nominate him he 
will refuse the nomination.”

“One of the plans under considera- 
tion would attach to each transatlantic 
liner, an auxiliary plane,” said a Post- 
office Department announcement, “The 
plane would remain on shore until the 
vessel was from 24 to 48 hours at sea 
and then catch it with last minute 
mails and passengers. The ship would 
then carry the plane to within an 
equal distance of the European shore 
when the plane would hop off with mail 
and passengers and beat the vessel to 
port.” 


Fellowship Forum 
Gets Radio Permit 


A permit was granted yesterday by 
the Federal Radio Commission to the 
Independent Publishing Co., publishers 
of the Fellowship Forum, a “fraternal 
newspaper,” to broadcast from its new 
station at Mount Vernon Heights, Va.

Canada tonight heard her sovereignty 
and independence, as a member of the 


mr hyp the prime minister of th 
not o y the ; o e 
mother country, ‘but by the heir to the 
British throne. 

Canada’s status of equality had been 
defined before, but tonight the state- 
ments seemed to hold a new signifi- 
cance, inasmuch as they were delivered 
in the parliament buildings of the Do- 
minion’s capital. The occasion was a 
dinner in honor of Canada’s distin- 
guished visitors, the Prince of Wales, 
Prince George and Premier Stanley 
Baldwin. . 

The Prince of Wales said the Con- 
federation of Canada, if not the first, 
was the clearest step taken up to that 
time on the road which has now ied to 
the conception and attainment of 
autonomous communities within the 
emPire. The prince described these 
communities as equal in status. and 
marked by common allegiance to the 
crown, 


Deep Emotion Shown. 


There was a moment of deep emo- 
tion shown among the hearers of Eng- 
land’s young “Ambassador of Good 
Will” as he said: y 

“To me in particular, as the king’s 
oldest son, the conception has a spe- 
cial importance, which, in whatever 
part of the empire I may be, I try 
always to keep in mind. The crown 
stands above all distinctions of coun- 
try, race and party, and serves to 
mark the unity in which all such dif- 
ferences are transcendent. 

“If some day it should fall to my lot 
to assume that high responsibility, I 
trust I may be found worthy of it.” 

The Prince emphasized the desir- 
ability of personal contagt of peoples 
from widely separated parts of the 
empire, and - frequent conferences 
among leaders in the various walks of 
life. Canadians he met in London, he 
declared, kept “him abreast with de- 
velopment in this great country which 
is so bewilderingly swift.” He added 
that at least he had lost no oppor- 
tunity of keeping fresh those contacts 
which he had made in the past ten 
years with all parts of the British 
Empire. 


Premier Baldwin Speaks. 


Mr. Baldwin dealt with the work of 
the imperial conference in London last 
year. He said that what it did was to 


‘} define in a phrase the living relation- 


ship of all parts of the British Empire 
to one another, and to begin to work 
out thé practical applications of that 
relationship. The formula, he said, is 
founded on the equality of status of 
all the .self-governing parts of the em- 
pire, and the unity of the whole em- 
pire under the British crown, 

“I have heard it said,” continued the 
Prime Minister, “and said on very high 
authority, that Canada needed no such 
charter of nationhood, because she 
possessed it already.” 


He said that he would not venture 
opinion on such point, which is one 
on which Canada alone can pronounce, 
but other countries within the empire 
found help in the statement of their 
position. 

“We are a practical people,” he said, 
“and, granted that our status is clear, 
what we all want to know is how best 
we can carry on the everyday work of 
running not only our own countries 
but the British Empire.” 

Mr. Baldwin summed up the efforts 
of the imperial conference in this di- 
rection in three words, consideration, 
cooperation dnd coordination. 


Obligation Upon All. 
He said the view of the conference 


| was that “no part of the empire should 


henceforth act in external matters 
which are likely to affect the common 
weal. without counting’ first what 
effects its own actions may have on 
the other parts of the empire and 
Pwithout giving these parts a chance of 
expressing their views.” 

The major responsibility in matters 
of foreign affairs and defence, con- 
tinued Mr.. Baldwin, still rests on the 
government of Great Britain. 

“Canada’s share of responsibility is 
growing,” he proceeded, “but this di- 
versity of function in administrative 
matters is largely a question of con- 
venience and can be altered quickly 
or slowly, according to changing cir- 
circumstances.” 

The Prince of Wales, his brother, 
Prince George, and Premier Baldwin of 
Great Britain, today were received offi- 
cially by the Canadian capital. 

Something of a surprise came after 
Premier King’s address of welcome to 
the visitors when the premier an- 
nounced: that the Prince of Wales had 
accepted membership in the privy 
council of the Dominion. 

The prince was presented with the 
minutes of the last meeting appoint- 
ing him to the council and signed this 
morning by Gov. Gen. Wellington. 

Stanley Baldwin, the British premier. 
it was announced, had also a accepted 
membership in the privy couni] of the 
Dominion. . 


Free Lunches Seen 
Income Tax Source 


London, Aug. 2 (A.P.).—Free lunches 
are suggested by the income tax au- 
thorities as a possible source of reve- 
nue. A number of companies in Eng- 


land provide free lunches for their em- 
ployes, and the revenue department 
considers such lunches a form of in- 
come and want to tax them. 

“The total sum which might be ob- 
tained,” said one revenue officer, “would 
be a very considerable addition to the 
revenue, “Suppose an employe has 10 
shillings worth of food a week from 
his employers, or £26 a year, on which 
£2.12 shillings might be charged.”

Politics Institute Is Told by 
Dr. Beard That It Would 
Refresh Politics. 


THREE BASIC REMEDIES 
OFFERED BY SPEAKER 


Bigger Death Dues; Fixing of 
_ Area to Be Planted; New 
Foreign Policy. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 2 (A.P,).— 
An agricultural and political alliance 
between the South and West as a solu- 
tion of the farmers’ difficulties was ad- 
vocated before the Institute of Politics 
today by Dr. Charles A. Beard, econo- 
mist. 


“Personally,” said Dr. Beard, address- 
ing a round-table discussion on agri- 
culture, “I hope the new confederation 
may be effected. It would be good for 
the country and give politics a refresh- 
ing tone, even if it made the veterans 
of 1898 take to their tents in conster- 
nation.” « 
Sees Doom of Farm. 


Discussing the McNary-Haugen farm 
relief -bill, he said the measure “might 
not improve the lot of the farmer, but 
might help as much as wearing cowboy 
breeches and fishing with worms in 
Western waters.” While not passing 
judgment on the McNary-Haugen Dill, 
he said “most of the arguments against 
seem to me to apply also to the eco- 
nomic and juristic devices of capital- 
ism.” bs 

“To call it paternalistic and then 
turn around and supply a merchant ma- 
rine to shippers, a protective tariff to 
manufacturers jand military and naval 
protection to any one who tries to 
make money in China, Haiti or Nicara- 
gua is to dissolve the show in comedy,” 
declared the speaker. 

He predicted if the disorganization 
and disadvantages of the farmer pre- 
vail for another hundred years, nine- 
tenths of America will live in indus- 
trial cities depending upon foreign 
trade fér their livelihood, while farm- 
ing will pass mainly into the hands of 
the colored races. 


Three Remedies Offered. 


He offered the following three basic 
remedies: Increased inheritance and 
income taxes; organization of the farm- 
ers for cooperative determination of 
areas to be planted; disposal of the 
surplus and distribution of benefits and 
costs; retraction of the policy of pro- 
tecting those Americans who invest 
abroad to obtain higher rates of inter- 
est. 


Girl Killed, 7 Injured 
In Brazil Plane Crash 


Santos, Brazil, Aug. 2 (A.P.).—A plane 
which was to have escorted the Brazil- 
lan airship Jahu from Santos to Sao 
Paulo crashed into a crowd yesterday, 
killing a little girl and injuring several 
persons. The men in the plane had a 
miraculous escape. 

The machine had difficulty in rising. 
When it finally did take the air, it 
struck some telegraph wires and 
crashed.

MR. COOLIDGE’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 


By the single sentence, “I do not choose 
to run for President in 1928,” President 
Coolidge has entirely changed the politi- 
cal situation. The history of the United 
States is affected by these ten words. 

Oversubtle brains are busy reading 
into this announcement a political strata- 
gem. They think they detect an attempt 
on Mr. Coolidge’s part to convey a mes- 
gage something like this: “I do not 
choose.to run for President in 1928; but 
if the Republican party should insist 
upon nominating me without my lifting 
a finger, I would of course be bound to ac- 
cept the nomination.” Thus, say these 
wiseacres, Mr. Coolidge and: his advisers 
anticipate the third-term objection and 
seek to remove it by making it appear 
that his nomination will be forced upon 
him. He would thereby ward off the ac- 
cusation of using the influence of his of- 
fice in his own behalf. 

But the American people do not look 
upon Mr. Coolidge as a political trickster 
who uses weasel words.« They know that 
he weighs his words. When he an- 
nounces that he does not choose to run, 
they know that he will not run. He has 
eliminated himself from next year’s cam- 
paign. 

The time and manner of Mr. Coolidge’s 
announcement remove all doubt as to its 
sincerity., He makes the announcement 
on the anniversary of the death of Presi- 
dent Harding, marking the completion 
of Mr. Coolidge’s fourth year in the 
White House. He writes the announce- 
ment and hands a copy of it to each cor- 
respondent, without a word of comment. 

Although many persons familiar with 
Mr. Coolidge’s bent of mind had surmised 
that he might startle the country by re- 
fusing to become a candidate in 1928, 
they presumed that he would withhold 
the announcement until next spring, 
after Congress had completed its work. 
It.is commonly supposed that a President 
who is not to become a candidate for re- 
election lacks influence over the last Con- 
gress with which he deals. But this de- 
pends upon the President and the Con- 
gress. Mr. Coolidge will have occasion to 
deal with two more sessions, at leasf. 
He is on good terms with Congress, and 
there is no reason to assume that his in- 
fluence in matters of national policy or 


“administration will be impaired by his 


announcement. | 

» Mr. Coolidge is a reverent reader of 
American history. He may: have as de- 
cided objections to a third-term President 
as any other American citizen. His place 
on the roll of Presidents is high, and his 

ame is secure. What more could an 
American achieve? Surely Mr. Coolidge 
will not lose prestige in Congress or 
dmong the people by following the prece- 
dent set by George Washington. Candi- 
dates in his own. party will seek his 


friendly aid, and Democrats generally 
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Will applaud him for adhering to the na- 
tional tradition. His advice to Congress 
will be accepted as that of a patriot who 
can not have any personal interest to 
serve.

WALTER JOHNSON. 


Walter Johnson, with twenty years of serv- 
ice to his credit, would be but in his prime 
anywhere except in baseball. There he is the 
“Old .Master,” the veteran of them all, to 
whom Washington and the baseball world paid 
tribute yesterday. He went to the pitcher’s 
box upon his anniversary, the only one of all 
the players present whose record of active 
service covered a similar period. .Most of those 
who participated in the contest had not played 
with their first juvenile team on that August 
day in 1907 when Walter Johnson entered the 
major league. 

The veteran was, in fact, an inspiration to 
all of those who are now his colleagues, as 
well as the thousands of others. It did not 
take Walter Johnson long to establish himself 
as a pitcher. It took an equally short while 
for his character to assert itself. Only clean 
and careful living made it possible for him to 
last through a score of years in a pastime that 
makes heavy physical demands upon its par- 
ticipants. This was the lesson that he taught 
through his own career. Other men witb the 
Same latent talents came in and out of base- 
ball during the years, but only Walter John- 
son remained, 

He is, as he himself acknowledges, no 
longer the pitching sensation that he was when 
he was transplanted from the wilds of Idaho 
to the crest of big league fame over night. 
The speed with which he once puzzled oppos- 
ing batters is no longer present in his arms, 
nor will his legs support the strain of constant 
effort. There is no regular turn in the box for 
‘Barney’? now, but at less frequent intervals 
than in the days of his glory he is still.a 
marvelous pitcher. He will rank in the record 
books and the unwritten history of the game, 
which may be read only in the hearts of man, 
as the greatest pitcher and finest character 
that the sport has ever known. Feeble words 
can add nothing to this accomplishment. 


EXTRA SESSiON POLITICS. 


The cleavage regarding an early call of 
Congress becomes more sharply one of party 
as tthe summer progresses. No prominent 


Republican other than Senator Smoot, of Utah, 
has thus far seen the pressing need for a meet- 
ing of Congress prior to the statutory date. 
The number of Democrats making such a de- 
mand has, following a temporary lull, in- 
creased. Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, and 
Senator Edwards, of New Jersey, have most 
recently joined those who would set the legis- 
lative machinery in operation at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Almost without exception, the President and 
his advisers are accused of playing politics in 
their refusal to see the necessfty of an im- 
mediate session of Congress. By means of 
loose generalities the Republican party’s ambi- 
tions are linked with the President’s belief that 
Congress can, if it wishes, transact the neces- 
sary business in the allotted time. 

The flaw in the Democratic position is that 
each and every critic cites in support of the 
demand for an extra session reasons far more 
political than any which may be attached .to 
those of the contrary opinion. Senator Robin- 
son insists that Congress should meet in order 
to pass a tentative bill he has drawn to provide 
flood relief and control. The minority leader’s 
contention is that the Federal Government 
should accept full responsibility for flood 
damage and endow the Mississippi-River Com- 
mission with $100,000,000 annually to carry 
out the problem of control. This is an expedi- 
ent’*that may or may not work, but there can 
be no doubting its efficacy as a drain upon the 
Treasury. It takes into account nothing but 
the expenditure of large sums of money, with 
no consideration for the way in which it shall 
be spent, nor the plan under which it is to be 
disbursed. It too nearly resembles the manner 
in which the Mississippi River problem has 
been approached heretofore, and which has 
been found wanting. | 

Senator Edwards, who is even more bitter 
in his denunciation of the game of politics that 
the Republicans are playing, wants an early 
session of Congress to provide tax reduction. 
None of the estimates so far made suits the 
New Jersey senator He believes that the tax- 
payers should be given the benefit of the entire 
surplus amassed ir the last year, $600,000,000 
in round figures. The fact that no such excess 
of revenue over expenditures is in prospect 
does not worry Senator Edwards in the least. 
He insists that his motives are not political. 
They appear, at least, to be philanthropic, but 
since the taxpayer who receives it the coming 
year would have to turn back the money at a 
later date, the wisdom of Senggor Edwards’ 
proposal is not apparent.

member of those gentlemanly outlaws who 


were known as the Jesse James gang. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Adair, James and his followers were 
a modern reproduction of Robin Hood and his 
Merry Men. The robbers of today differ alto- 
gether in. their methods and their breeding 
from those with whom Mr. Adair was pro- 
fessionally associated. To a press correspond- 
ent the reverend gentleman, ‘‘whose stature is 
slight and whose hair is graying,” said: 
“There’s no bravery in the bandits of today. 
One is afraid of the other. A lot of the rob- 
bery of the old days was done for the adven- 
ture and to keep up a reputation. Now banditry 
is commercialized. Our leader was with us. 
Today the chief may be sitting in an office and 
have a stenographer.” 

Mr. Adair ceased to be a bandit in 1874. He 
is said to be a very good minister today, and 
he certainly has the “right dope”’ when he ‘ad- 
vises the youth: “Go wrong and you'll get 
caught. There’s a Judas and a cell for every 
crook.”’ 


ANOTHER PACIFIC CABLE. 


Relations between the United States and the 
Orient have often been strained because of the 
lack of communications. A crowded cable and 
high rates. have prevented full and free inter- 
change of sentiment. The jingoes, with their 
fiery utterances, have more oftea had the right 
of way than sober and settled opiniou of the 
people who counted. The State Department 
under several recent administrations has 
realized the difficulty, and has sought to”bring 
about a better and more convenient exchange 
of ideas. 

The solution appears to be at hand. The 
Western Union has made public its intention 
to lay a cable between the United States and 
the Orient, which will make possible twelve 
times the business that can be carried on the 
existing line. Two routes are under considera- 
tion. The northern route would save approxi- 
mately 3,000 miles of cable and c.st $6,000,000 
less to construct. It would start at Seattle, go 
north to the Aleutian Islands and then to the 
northern tip of Japan. The southern route 
would follow the line of the present cable and 
connect up with the Oriental systems at Yoko- 
hama. Whichever path across the Pacific is 


“chosen it is the intention of the company to 


connect Japan with Shanghai and the Chinese 
terminal with Manila. 

The new cable will have an important 
bearing both on the business and diplomatic 
relations between the United States and the 
countries across the Pacific. This Government 
has been hdmpered more than once by its in-* 
ability to get rapid and-direct dispatches from 
the Far East. During the Chinese trouble 
there have been three wires available from 
Shanghai to London, but only one over which 
the representatives of this Government might 
transmit reports direct to Washington. 
Pressure upon the present cable facilities has 
often been so great that extreme delay in 
transmission resulted. All of these factors 
served to retard the progress and influence of 
Americans in that part of the world. THe new 
cable ought not only to be a source of profit to 
its builders, but of direct service to the Gov- 
ernment and people of the United States. 


AIRPLANE-STEAMER COOPERATION. 


Clarence Chamberlin demonstrated another 
valuable use for the airplane Monday, when 
he rose from the deck of the Leviathan, 82 
miles distant from New. York, and delivered 
a sackful of mail at Teterboro, N. J., 2 hours 
and 37 minutes later. He could have carried 
passengers just as well. 

Both steamship and airplane services are 
made more valuable by this cooperation. 
Pending the time when airplanes will cross the 
ocean regularly, they can bridge across rela- 
tively short distances at either end of a steam- 
ship’s voyage, thus expediting the delivery of 
mail and passengers. A business man can 
remain aboard a departing vessel until it is 
100 miles or so from land and then return to 
his office within two hours, or he can take an 
airplane upon approaching England or France 
and hurry forward, saving nearly:a day. 

Soon, probably, the landing* of airplanes 
upon the deck of a steamship will be made 
feasible. Then late mails can be sent by plane, 
which can overtake a vessel and deposit the 
mails, which can be whisked off at the end of 
the voyage and carried to destination by air- 
plane. Thus, without waiting for the time 
for airplanes to make the complete journey, 
a drastic reduction of time can be made in the 
transoceanic carriage of mails. 


THE WATCHDOG. 


Comptroller General McCarl is an economist 
of high order. He is a rigid constructionist 


of the law. That’s why he holds his job, to 
which he is glued by act of Congress for nine 
or ten years more. It does not make any dif- 
ference to the Comptroller General whether 
an expenditure saves the Government either 
money or time. If it is not in strict accordance 
with the statutes, he gives that expenditure 
the ‘“‘K. O.” instead of the “O. K.” 

This was demonstrated a year or more ago 
when the Comptroller General ruled that as 
Congress Had authorized the expenditure of 
$15,000 for a memorial, the War Department 
must-give the contract to the bidder whose 
bid was closest to $15,000, instead of to the 
bidder who offered an equally satisfactory 
job for several thousand less. 

Now this sleepless watchdog of the statutes 
has saved the United States Treasury another 


/two-dollar bill in declining to approve the 


payment of air mail postage on certain legal 
papers. The Federal court in California had 
urged the utmost expedition in sending on 
the papers, and for complying with that re- 
quest the district attorney in Boston, or the 
assistant who actually mailed the package, 
must reimburse the contingent fund of his 
awful money to

To Display Lights 


Moonlight is not sufficient illumina- 
tien for canoes and in common with 
other small craft they must carry lights 
according to an order issued by the 
Bureau of Navigation of ‘the Depart- 
ment of Commerce yesterday. The de- 
partment statement called attention to 
the Federal statutes which provide that 
canoes and other vessels propelled by 
oars shall “have ready at hand a lan- 
tern showing a white light which shall 
be temporarily exhibited in time to 
prevent accidents.” 

Lanterns or electric bulbs operated by 
a storage battery will be sufficient, the 
bureau stated, but a flashlight will not 
be sufficient as it only shows in one 
direction. The lights are compulsory 
after sunset.

Declares Groups in Siberia 
Plan General Strike and 


Control of Region. 


ALLEGED SPY SENTENCED 


Moscow, Aug. 2 (A.P..)—Th existence 
of determined groups of rebels against 
the Communist pe-*y policies, with the 


opposition carried to the extent of or- 
ganizing railroad and factory strikes 
intended to further the ends of break- 
ing the party unity, is reported by the 
Young Leninist, organ of the Moscow 
Young Communists, in an article today. 

The so-called irreconciliables, the pa- 
per declares, kb ve not hesitated to un- 
dertake the disoreanization of the 
army and to enlist the support of non- 
party elements in their fight. These 
groups have recently increased their 
activity greatly, leading a vicious cam- 
paign against the party, it adds. 

It quotes a member of the presidium 
of the party’s control commission, M 
Yaroslavsky, as stating that in Tomsk 
the opposition had a definite plan afoot 
to call a strike in the whole territory 
of Eastern Siberia, with the object of 
tying up the railroads and factories, 
ousting the present Communist leaders 
and taking the authority in their own 
hands, with the aid of the disorganized 
atmy. Propaganda wc~k to this end 
has already been undertaken among 
the troops, miners and railwaymen, it 
was sald. 

Kharkov, Ukrain Republic, Russia, 
Aug. 2 (A.P.).—Sentence of death has 
been passed upon Penkoff Polojny, a 
Russian, by the Ukrainian supreme 
court, after his -onviction on charges 
of counterrevolutionary activities, in- 
cluding alleged espionage for the Polish 
and French secret services. Prison sen- 
tences ranging from three to eight 
years were ordered in the cases of seven 
others. One, a woman, Sofia Sheke- 
shvili, was given three years, but the 


sentence was remitted conditionally. 


Marine Forced Out 
After 40-Mile Swim 


Salem, Oreg., Aug. 2 (A.P.).—After 
swimming 40 miles in approximately 
14 hours, Marvin Lewis, swimming 
champion of the marines, was forced 
today to give up the attempt to swim 
the Williamette river from Salem to 
Portland, a distance of 72 miles. 

He was taken from the river at New- 
berg suffering from leg cramps. Lewis 
is in Salem on a furough. Since en- 
listing 15 months ago he has smashed 
every existing marine corps record in 
the swims from 50 to 200 yards. 


Durkin’s Cousin Held 
As Slayer of Wife 


New York, Aug. 2 (A.P.).—How- 
ard West, cousin of Martin Durkin, 
convicted Chicago mail robber and 
murderer, was held today for Chicago 
authorities on a charge of homicide. 

West was arrested by a detective 
who recognized him from descriptions 
broadcast by the Chicago police. He was 
said to have admitted killing his wife, 
Margaret, in their home, 8953 Elizabeth 
street, Chicago, last December. 

According to detectives who ques- 
tioned him, West declared that he 
killed his wife because of jealousy over 
her affection for his cousin, Durkin.

Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 2 (A.P.).—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh and Ambassador 
Myron T. Herrick, who met first on the 
memorable night of May 31, on Le 
Bourget Flying Field, Paris, shook hands 
again here today. 

They greeted each other as old 
friends when Lindbergh entered Mr. 
Herrick’s room at a hospital. The am- 
bassador is recovering from an- opera- 
tion. 

Unable to participate yesterday in 
the welcome given Col. Lindbergh in 
Cleveland, Mr. Heyrick’s home city, the 
ambassador gredted him today in 
private, except for immediate members 
of the Herrick family.

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HOW TO KEEP WELL

TO SAVE MAN FROM ELEC- 
TRICAL SHOCK. 


HOW 
HEN a man has been shocked 
into unconsciousness by elec- 


. tricity, the first job of the res- 


cuer is to get him out of the electrical 
contact. No man should touch him 
unless he is insulated by rubber gloves 
or rubber boots or something<of that 
sort. When rubber gloves or rubber 
boots are not available, it is sometimes 
possible to get hold of hard rubber 
sticks or rules to pry or push the body 
with—or glass rods or glass plates or 
glass telegraph insulators may be used. 

The next step is resuscitation. Dr. 
Hart E. Fisher, who has had large ex- 
perience, is opposed to all forms of 
mechanical respiration devices. He 
says: “I do not know of a single case 
of electric shock on record, where the 
patient’s respiration had stopped, that 
was ever resuscitated from a mechanical 
device. I have personally had the ex- 
perience of attempting resuscitation on 
a large number of patients with one 
of the mechanical breathing appara- 
tuses without success in a single case. 
In addition, the mechanical apparatus 
is never present when it is needed.” 
This is the general opinion now among 
informed people. 


Dr. Fisher makes another and far 
more important point. He says ar- 
tificial respiration should be continued 
for more than three hours. He tells of 
cases resuscitated after artificial res- 
piration had been kept up as follows: 16 
minutes, 1 hour; 1 hour and 20 min- 
utes; 2 hours; 2 hours and 3 minutes. 
He says: “In my personal experience 
I have found instances where doctors 
have arrived and pronounced patients 
dead; and then the victim’s fellow 
workers, who were laymen, kept up 
their artificial respiration, and the 
patients lived.” 


He lays down this rule. “Look upon 
all who have become electrified and are 
unconscious as alive, and treat them, 
regardless of whether the current is 
high or low, by artificial respiration.” 
The reason for this rule is that persons 
in an unconscious condition from elec-

tric shock may be alive but with 
breathing muscles or heart muscles set 
in a‘firm contraction. In consequence 
they are not breathing, or the heart is 
not beating, temporarily. These organs 
will sometimes resume work if artificial 
aid will stave off death for an hour or 
two. 


Prolonged artificial respiration is not 
effective after drowning. In that acci- 
dent, a short period of artificial respira- 
tion will suffice. Prolongation does no 
good, 

Dr. Hart recommends the Shafer 
method. That method is preferred now 
by practically all authorities. 

Most people give artificial respiration 
at the rate of 40 times a minute, or 
thereabout. The authorities teach a 
rate of sixteen times a minute. Dr. 
Hart says sixteen times a minute is 
too slow. He advises a rate somewhere 
in between 24 and 40 times a minute.

Bucharest, Aug. 2 (A.P.).—King 
Michael I, Roumania’s deep-dimpled, 
golden-haired, blue-eyed sovereign, re- 
nounced his toys and his pet dog today 
to sit on the throne in the Royal Pal- 
ace at Bucharest, where the regency 
formally established itself. 

The lively, little chap, whom his 
grandmother, Queen Marie, calls “Mad 
Mickey” because of his mischievous, 
impulsive nature, was not formally 
crowned as king, for that ceremony 
will take place only when fe is 18, but 
merely went through the form of sitting 
upon the throne while the regency dis- 
posed of a number of state matters.

Five-year-old Michael was much in- 
terested in the lavish surroundings in | 
the throne room, his attention being 
called especially by the beautiful pol- 
ished hardwood fioor, which he re- 
marked, in a rather unkingly way, 
would make a fine place for him to use | 
his American rubber-tired scooter, 
which is the chief joy of his life.

Needed on New Arms Plan 


British Gain Declared Apparent If Powers Simply 
Agree to Suspend Cruiser Building Four Years 
or Finish Authorized Programs. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

| An Anglo-Japanese plan for a tempo- 
rary stop-gap agreement to restrict 
cruiser building until 1931 now has been 
| definitely put forward at Geneva. Sec- 


| retary of State Kellogg has been ap- 


| prised of the plan, but so far there is 
no indication of whether it will be ac- 


ceptable to the Government of the 
United States. 

Primarily, it is designed to save the 
Geneva parley from becoming a total 
wreck. The Japanese delegation, which 
has been assiduously endeavoring to 
harmonize matters and prevent the con- 
ference from accentuating the rift be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, has framed the stop-gap pro- 
posals. 

The main idea is based on the plan 
which W. C. Bridgeman, first lord of 
the British admiralty, advanced some 
days ago when he said a temporary and 
limited agreement would be better than 
nothing. His idea was to limit the num- 
ber of 10,000-ton cruisers and reach 
agreement on other types of auxiliary 
craft, leaving controversial questions in- 
volving total tonnage and cruiser con- 
struction unsettled. Later, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, in his statement to the 
British House of Commons, referred to 
the possibility of a temporary arrange- 
ment.

partial Anglo-Japanese diplomatic 
It was strongly hinted here 
yesterday that the terms of this latest 
Japanese proposal would have to be 
most carefully considered. 

If the powers simply are to agree to 
suspend cruiser building operations for 
four years, or t> simply finish out pro- 
grams already authorized, the gain to 
the British navy admittedly would be 
very apparent. The result would be to 
guarantee to the British an overwhelm- 
ing superiority oVer the United States 
in cruiser strength and to commit the 
United States to a policy of not 
challenging this preponderance of 
strength until 1931. In other words, 
officials point out, the conference might 
wind up with America alone Making a 
sacrifice and temporarily agreeing to 
surrender parity with Great Britain. 

On the other hand, the Japanese 
proposal contains provisions designed 
to win American approval of the stop- 
gap plan. Mr. Gibson is expected to 

carefully scrutinize the effect which the 
so-called four-year naval holiday would 
have on the big question of establishing 
parity between the British and Ameri- 
can navies. No agreement, unfavorable 
to the United States, will be entered 
into merely in order to facilitate a more 
amicable ending of the Geneva confer- 
ence, unless the American delegation 
finally yields.to pressure and decides 
that America must again make sac- 


rifices in the interest of international 
harmony. 

Mr. Kellogg has been informed by Mr. 
Gibson that the latter issued the fol- 
lowing communique Monday: 

“The secretariat general announces 
that the plenary session of the confer- 
ence, which was postponed from Mon- 
day, will be held on Thursday, August 
4, at 3 o’’clock. 


Officials See Delay. 


Officials here are in some doubt as 
to how the plenary session can be held 
as early as Thursday if exchanges are 
to be carried on relative to the Japa- 
nese temporary arrangement. It will, 
therefore, cause no surprise if Thurs- 
day's scheduled session is again post- 
poned, 

A State Department official has noted 
certain misapprehensions in the press 
as to the exact comparison between the 
latest British proposals and the Ameri- 
can proposals on tonnage. In the first 
place, the official pointed out, the fig- 
ure of 400,000 tons for cruisers was not 
and has never been an American pro- 
posal. It was stated that any discus- 
sion beyond this figure would be use- 
less and no formal proposition of any 
kind involving 400,000 tons, has ever 
been put forward by this Government. 

The original American proposals were 
for 250,000 to 300,000 tons of cruisers; 
200,000 to 250,000 tons of destroyers, 
and from 60,000 to 90,000 tons of sub- 
marines. This would mean in combi- 
nation from 510,000 to 640,000 tons. 
Furthermore, the American proposition 
has been conditioned from the begin- 
ning on a limitation of categories, and 
the maintenance of the proportions in- 
dicated by these figures in the several 
classes is an essential feature of our 
program. 


Proposals Call for 737,500 Tons. 


The present British proposals call for 
737,500 tons of the combined classes 
with the age limit of cruise.3 reduced 
from twenty years under the original 
American proposal to eighteen years 
for large, cruisers and sixteen years for 
small cruisers. This figure would be 
arrived at by the addition of 590,000 
tons under these limits and the reten- 
tion of 147,500 tons of any types of 
vessels over these age limits. 

As the British have indicated their 
desires for 90,000 tons of submarines 
and 221,000 tons of destroyers, this 
would ‘mean that their lowest cruiser 


‘limit would be 426,000 tons and with 


the flexible provision that tonnages 
not availed of in one type might be 
used in another, this figure might be 
considerably increased. 

An analysis of these figures reveals 
the fact that the British combination 
proposal is about 100,000 tons over any 
proposal that this Government has 
made and, furthermore, on account of 
the British proposal that total tonnage 
allocated may be used as each power 
thinks best, would allow for the pos- 
sibility of cruiser tonnage even in ex- 
cess of 426,000 tons, which is 126,000 
tons over the proposal of the United 
States and 26,000 tons above the abso- 
lute limit of discussion. - 


JAPANESE “IDEA” MAY SAVE 
ARMS SESSION AT GENEVA

1931, from any building of large cruisers 
beyond those already authorized. It 
fixes the number of 10,000-ton cruisers 
to be built up to 1931 at twelve for 
Great Britain and the United States 
and eight for Japan. 

This proposal is being closely ex- 
amined to see if it means that © -eat 
Britain and Japan can only carry out 
their “built and building” programs 
and not their projected programs. If it 
does mean this, it is said that pre- 
sumably it contains matter of con- 
siderable interest to Americans. 

Under this interpretation the “built 
and building” would then constitute 
the total tonnage limitation for Great 
Britain and Japan up to 1931, and in 
the case of Great Britain it is esti- 
mated that it would bring the British 
naval total well under 400,000 tons. 
This is the figure the Americans gave 
the British and Japanese to under- 
stand a few weeks ago that they would 
be willing to go to as a maximum in 
order to reach an agreement. 


8,000-Ton Class Asked. 


With appreciation of the danger of 
any mention of 8-inch-gun cruis- 
ers, which the Americans wish to con- 
struct as a secondary type of warship, 
the Japanese then suggested that a 
second class of cruisers be created with 
& maximum of 8,000 tons each. It is 
said that probably America could in- 
Stall guns of the 8-inch caliber on 
vessels of such displacement. 

Then comes a clause of “safeguard,” 
whereby any signatory power would 
have the right to denounce the ar- 
rangement after a new meeting of the 
representative powers concerned, if 
they deemed that the building activity 
of cosignatories menaced the security 
of the complaining power. 

Another clause stipulates that the 
signatories shall exchange complete in- 
formation about cruiser construction 
intention. Still another clause makes 
it clear that the United States is not 
to exceed the total British cruiser 
strength by 1931. In other words, 
America gets parity with Great Britain, 
but would have to agree to stop at 
that. 


Admiral Lord Jellicoe told the last 
plenary session of the conference that 
Great Britain must have at least 70 
cruisers to protect her trade routes and 
food lines. Including the fourteen 10,- 
000-ton cruisers now being built by 
Great Britain, that country will have, 
when they are completed, about 64 
cruisers with a total tonnage of 388,000. 

A British “program” calls for nine 
other large cruisers to be laid down in 
the next three years. If Great Britain 
should stop this program and adhere 
merely to “built and building,” it is 
evident that she would remain within 
the American maximum of. 400,000 tons. 

It is admitted in conference circles 
that the Japanese reference to 8,000- 
ton cruisers may provide a difficulty 
for Great Britain. Indeed, Mr. Bridge- 
man is said to have told “Admiral Saito 
today that under his instructions, as 
framed by the British cabinet, he 
could not accept this compromise as a 
basis for discussion. Mr. Bridgeman 
quickly agreed, however, to telegraph 
the project to England. 


Up to Britain Again. 


Eight-inch gun cruisers are those 
warships which Great Britain wants 
distinctly limited. The British dele- 
gates have expressed the belief that 
even though 8-inch gun cruisers were 
of slightly less tonnage than 10,000 
tons, they must be considered “ag- 
gressive” warships. The British have 
said that they must know exactly how 
many such cruisers the United States is 
to construct within the life of the 
treaty. 

‘Today’s developments put an element 
of cheer into the extremely pessimistic 
atmosphere. Mr. Gibson has been em- 
powered by President Coolidge to ad- 
journ the conference at any time he 
sees fit to do so, but has not been in- 
str cted by Mr. Coolidge to break the 
negotiations. America’s chief delegate 
is authorized to adjourn the conference 

with or without a plenary session. 
However, it is understood that he in- 
tends to hold the delegates at Geneva 
so long as there is a possibility of 
reaching an accord. It was said in 
well-informed circles tonight that 
Britain, in particular, must say whether 


the Japanese compromise possesses any 
value.

They will tell you how on that August 2, 
20 years ago, Walter Johnson, the big 
country boy from Weiser, Idaho, 
pitched his first big league ball game 
in the ramshackle park on the same 
site and introduced the blinding speed 
ball that was to make him the sensa- 
tion of the game.

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Laws Aiding Safety Are to 
Be Set Aside in the 
New Book. 


WILL ENABLE DRIVERS 
TO LEARN CODE EASILY 


Need of “Wading” Through 
30 Pages of Old Pamphlet 
Held Detrimental. 


What are the essential regulations, 
which, if observed by a driver at all 
times, will guarantee him that his driv- 
ing will be safe for himself and others? 

There are a great many regulations, 
and some naturally are more important 
than others. It is the purpose of this 
article to put forward those regula- 
tions which motorists should know and 
observe above all others, The following 
regulations have been selected because, 
if motorists will master them and ob- 
serve them at all times, danger will be 
Outlawed from the streets. 

The motorist approaching an inter- 
section shall slow down, bring the 
vehicle he is driving under complete 
control, and give the right of way to 
the motorist approaching on the cross 
street from the right. If he intends to 
make a right or left-hand turn he shall 
give the right of way to through traffic, 
and shall indicate that he intends to 
~_ the turn by giving the hand sig- 
nal, 


The driver of any vehicle, approach- 
ing a street car going in the same di- 
rection, which has stopped to take on 
or- discharge passengers, shall stop 8 
feet behind the street car and shall re- 
main standing until all passengers have 
boarded the car, or reached the side- 
walk. Where a platform or safety zone 
has been established, the driver may, 
with due caution and regard for pas- 
sengers, drive by, taking care to avoid 
passing through any safety zone. 


Avoid Safety Zones. 


No driver shall drive any vehicle 
through any part of any safety zone, 
whether~it is occupied or not. 

>» vehicle shall pass another going 
inthe same direction at a street inter- 
section, except on boulevard highways, 
and shall never attempt to pass an- 
other on a highway where view of the 
road is obscured by a curve or a hill. 

A vehicle turning into a street to 
the right shall keep as near to the 
right-hand curb as possible, and a ve- 
hicle turning to the left shall pass 
around the central point “of the street 
intersection. It is a violation of the 
law to cut corners, and it is not neces- 
sary to cut. the crosswalks on the op- 
posite side, but merely to pass around 
the central point of the street inter- 
section. 

No vehicle shall be turned around 
between intersecting streets on any 
highway unless the turn can be made 
without backing. 

All vehicles, upon the approach of 
fire apparatus} shall clear intersections, 
pull to the right-hand curb, or as near 
the curb as possible, and stop and re- 
main until all apparatus has cleared 
the block. 

No vehicle shall be driven at a rate 
faster than is reasonable for conditions, 
and in no case shall exceed 22 miles 
an hour, unless signs specifically state 
that a faster rate is permitted. 


Good Brakes Essential. | 


The motorist should see that his 
brakes are in order at all times. He 
must. be able to stop a vehicle, going 
at a rate of 20 miles an hour on a dry, 
level road, within a distance of 50 feet 
with the foot brake, and within a dis- 
tance of 75 feet with the hand brake. 

The driver of any vehicle, intending 
to draw out from the curb or a parking 
6pace, shall indicate such intention 
with a sound of the horn and the hand 
signal, and shall draw out cautiously 
and in such a way as not to obstruct 
traffic. 

Before turning to the right or left to 
leave a lane of traffic, before coming 
to a stop in the traffic lane, and be- 
fore pulling out of line, the driver shall 
give a warning to other drivers by ex- 
tending the arm beyond and straight 
outside the vehicle, and holding the 
arm in that position long enough for 
everybody to see it. 

No vehicle shall be driven in any al- 
ley faster than 7 miles an hour. No 
vehicle shall emerge from an alley, ga- 

age, stable area, or any place of busi- 
less faster than 3 miles an hour, and 

1 vehicles shall come to a stop be- 
fore crossing the sidewalk. 

No vehicle shall cross an intersection 
controlled by traffic lights until the 
green light has shown, and all vehicles 
shall come to a stop on the red light. 


The right turn, at intersections con- 


trolled by lights, shall be made while 
the green light is showing on the 
street from which the turn is made 
and while the red light is showing on 
the street into which the turn is made. 
To make the left turn at intersections 
controlled by lights, the driver shall 
pull far over to the right, and pull 
ahead to the opposite side of the street 
intersection, and there stop and re- 
main standing until the green light 
shows on the cross street, when he may 
roceed ahead of the vehicles waiting 
or the green light on the cross street. 
When the lights flash amber and red, 
it means fire apparatus is approaching. 


Must Stop gt Signs. 


The motorist always shall stop at 
“stop” signs placed on stres*~ croésing 
boulevard and arterial highways. After 
coming to a stop, he may proceed. 
Through traffic has the right of way 
on these highways. 

_ Drivers shall nat hog the streets, but 
shall keep over toward the curb, espe- 
cially on streeta~controlled by traffic 
lights. 

If the motorist will master these 
regulations and practice them as he 
would his daily dozen, he may save his 
own life, the life of some loved one or 
friend or the life of a child or a 
stranger in the street. In other words, 
he will serve himself ‘and others, which 
is a great deal more than keeping one’s 
self fit. 

If he will master these, will use 
proper judgment and will watch the

The traffic regulations state that 
drivers shall “keep over as near as 
practicable to the right-hand curb” 
in order to leave sufficient space 
for overtaking traffic to pass be- 
tween the vehicle he is driving and 
the center of the street, 

This regulation is one of the most 
importan*t in the city ordinance, 
|} and its observance not only its nec- 
‘| essary for the orderly movement of 
traffic but eliminates the “road 
hog,” against whom so much com- 
plaint has been made... Nevertheless, 
where cars are parked along the 
right-hand curb the driver should 
keep an eye on these cars, and 
where the parked cars completely 
obscures his view, he should bring 

his machine under control. Pedes- 
'| trians, particularly children, fre- 
| quently step out from behind 
parked cars. 

Above all things, the driver should 
keep toward the curve when going 
around circles, since several of the 
circles have eight routes of travel 
leading from them, and only right 
turns are made at circles. Keep over 
toward the.right at all circles and 
give the hand signal when turning 
out. 
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your permit besides suffering a severe 
penalty in Traffic Court. 

There is one thing pedestrians should 
learn to do above all others, and that 
is, not to walk from behind parked 
cars. Every time a pedestrian does that 
he flirts with absolute suicide. He is 
entirely to blame, because common 
sense would teach any creature with an 
ounce of wit better. There is another 
important thing. Parents should teach 
children the rules of caution, and keep 
them out of the street. 

The one thing that totally incapacl- 
tates motor vehicle drivers, although 
some of them do not seem to be aware 
of it, is intoxicating drink. 

No man who “feels” intoxicating 
drink is fit to take charge of an auto- 
mobile wheel. The drunken driver is 
as dangerous in the street as a lunatic. 
Every driver should make a resolution 
against driving under the influence of 
liquor in even the smallest degree. Any 
plea that is made against this danger- 
ous practice is a plea on behalf of the 
driver. If he will not take advice be- 
fore, he is certain to live to regret it 
after. A jail sentence and loss of per- 
mit is the usual reward for this trans- 
gression. 


Book Being Simplified. 


The main regulations may be re- 
garded as on the order of the Ten Com- 
mandments. There is, however, one 
rule that every driver should make his 
motto, and that is the following: 

“Take heed of your neighbor in the 
street as you would have him take 
heed of you.” 

You might say of this rule that “this 
is the traffic law,” and you might add 
that the prophets of safety are en- 
compassed within it also. Nothing 
could state the idea of society better, 
so far as traffic is concerned. 

William H. Harland, director of traf- 
fic, is simplifying the book of traffic 
regulations to enable drivers to learn 
the general regulations without wad- 
ing through the more than 30. pages 
of printed matter that “ book con- 
tains. One deterrent to drivers learn- 
ing the regulations, it is said, is the 
fact that they must wade through such 
a@ multitude of regulations, general and 
specific. : 

The law requires the printing of all 
regulations whether they pertain to a 
particular street or to the entire city. 

The book of regulations is in such 
a form as to confuse many drivers, and 
this was one of the reasons that the 
“essential” regulations were selected 
and set forth in an article for the bene- 
fit of motorists. It is hoped drivers 
will clip these regulations and preserve 
them. They could do nothing better 
than master these regulations above all 
others. 

The new book of regulations will 
have the general regulations in the 
first and main part of the book, while 
@ supplement will contain those speci- 
fic regulations governing parking, one- 
way streets and the like, which are 
indicated’ by signs or otherwise. A few 
changes, for the most part of minor 
nature, also are being. made. The Com- 
missioners must approve the new ar- 
rangement of the book. It probably 
will be completed soon, and will be 
ready for distribution. According to 
Mr. Harland, a digest of the regula- 
tions also probably will be prepared 
for circulation in the near future. 


BANKRUPTCY FRAUDS 
INVESTIGATION ASKED 


Association of Credit Men 
Makes Appeal to U. S. 
District Attorney. 


United States District Attorney Pey- 
ton Gordon was asked yesterday to in- 
vestigate possibly fraudulent conditions 
existing in bankruptcy cases now be- 
fore him. The Washington Association 
of Credit Men, which made the re- 
quest, asked that the district attorney 
study carefully the pending cases with 
a view to presenting evidence to the 
grand jury should fraud be developed 
as a result of his probe. __ : 

A resolution to this effect was adopt- 
ed at a meeting of the association at 
the Raleigh Hotel. The association ex- 
presssd itself as apprehensive over the 
numerous alleged fraudulent bankrupt- 
cies and other “commercial crimes” 
prevalent in the city at the present 
time. It was stated these “crimes” 
had cost Washington $300,000 in the 
‘past year. 

W. Cassel Hanson, a director of the 
association, introduced a resolution re- 
questing the “proper authorities cause 
a thorough investigation in the District 
of all kinds of improper businesses and 
practices.” In his address Mr. Hanson 
outlined how certain unscrupulous 
dealers have practiced fraud in the Dis- 
trict at the expense of the wholesale 
merchants. . He was also named as head 
of a committee to investigate the sub- 
ject of fraud in the District.

GRANT OBJECTS TO PLAN 


The District Commissioners yesterday 
denied the request of the Washington 
Rapid Transit Co. for permission to 


abandon its bus terminal loop around 
Colorado avenue, Kennedy and Six- 
teenth streets and to establish a loop 
in Rock Creek Park by building a road- 
way to connect Kennedy place with 
Morrow drive. 

Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 3d, superin- 
tendent of public buildings and public 
parks, filed an objection to the plan as 
an invasion of the public parks by a 
private interest. In a written recom- 
mendation to the Commissioners, he 
stated that the law forbade such use 
of park land but offered, if the Com- 
missioners deemed the situation to par- 
take of the nature of an emergency, to 
turn the land over the District govern- 
ment to permit the plan to be worked 
out. 

As an ‘alternative, Col. Grant sug- 
gested that the bus line be extended 
along Sixteenth street northwest to 
Underwood street, where existing park 
drives could be utilized to turn the 
vehicles, and the public golf grounds 
there could be served by them. 

The Commissioners ordered the pa- 
pers in the case returned to the Public 
Utilities Commission with a notation 
that the permit could not be issued. 
It is not known whether the Washing- 
ton Rapid Transit Co. will undertake 
to adopt Col. Grant’s suggestion and 
apply for an extension to Underwood 
street. 

A contract was awarded to the G. B. 
Mullin Co. by the Commissioners for 
construction of Section 1 of the Soap- 
stone Valley stormwater sewer in the 
vicinity of Thirty-sixth and Yuma 
streets northwest for $28,809.64. It was 
ordered that the same company pave 
with concrete the north roadway of Q 
street northwest between Forty-fourth 
street and Foxhall road and Surrey 
lane. 

Extension of a sewer in Longfellow 
street. northwest, east of Thirteenth 
street, at an estimated cost of $1,265, 
was authorized contingent on the grad- 
ing of Thirteenth street.
